‘This 
is especially desirable in the early 
tages of development when there 
are fewer bridges, and these con- 
siderablo distance apart, In view of 
these conditions, we have chosen 


for adoption by Edmonton the follow-

northecly and southerly direction, 
“2—All ‘avenues’ shall run in an 
eastérly and westerly direction, 
“3.—The base line for house num- 
bers and, division north and south for 
streets shall be Jasper avenue and 
its cqntinuation on the south side of 
the Saskatchewan River, Known as 
Clover, Bar road, or the l4tn base 
line. he base line for house numbers 
and divisional point for avenues shall 
be First street on the north side of 
the river, and Third street east on 
the south side of the river, 

“All, avenues lying south of Jas- 
per avenue shall be numbered, com- 
mencing at First avenue (Victoria 
avenue); that portion of First ave- 
nuc (Victoria avenue), west of the line 
of First street shall be designated 
irst avenue west, that portion east 
of First street until the Saskatche- 
wan. River is reached will be First 
avenue (neutral), and that portion 
south and east of the Saskatchewan 
River ,shall be designated as First 
avenue east. . Example:—Fifth ave- 
jue N. B®, and Fifth avenue N, W, 
Will be-kKnown as lith avenue, That 
portion east of the line of First 
street shall be 14th avenue east. That 
portion west of the line of First street 
o the Saskatchewan River shall be 
.4th avenue, only (neutral), while 
hat portion west of the Saskatchewan 
River, and on the north side of same 
shall oo designated as 14th avenue 
west, This same order will follow 
until the southern city limits are 
ceached, which will be 49th avenue, 
(only), or 49th avenue east, 

Aventes North of Base Line, 

The evenues north of Jasper shall 
be alphabetically arranged and shall 
assume the names of rivers and bod- 
es’ of water, and shall continue as 
oné interrupted avenue east and west 


throughout the «city. The division 
point for both house numbers and 
avenue prefix, shall Ye First street, 


and al portions west of First street 
shall he designated as ‘west,’ while all 
portions of avenues east shall be 
(neutral), or without any prefix. Ex- 
ample:—Alberta avenue (remains the 
same), that portion west of First 
street shall be AlWerta’ avenue west; 
that-portion east shall be Alberta ave- 
nue (only), while that portion east of 
the Sashatchewan River shall be des- 
ignated as Alberta avenue east. This 
order will’continue until the northern 
city limits are reached, 
Streets West of First. 

“On the north side of the river the 
streets numerically arranged shall 
remain ‘unchanged, with the excep- 
tion that Jasper avenue (or the 14th 
base line), shall form the division 
point fer house numbers and street 
name svffixes, That portion of any 
nufnerical street lyirg north of Jasper 
shall be designated by the suffix ‘N,’ 
th@trrportion: bying: south of. Jasper 
to'Baskatchewan River shall be (neu- 
tral), while that portion south of the 
Sabkatchewan River shall be designat- 
ed,as south, 

“Example:—Eighth street. That 
portion ef Eighth street north of Jas- 
per will be’ Known as FBighth street 
north, That portion of Eighth street 
between Jasper and the river will be 
Eighth street (only), and Third street 
N. W. and Third street GS. W., lay- 
ing on the south side of the river, 
shall be Known as Bighth street 
south, This system will be carried on 
in like manner until the western city 
limits are reached, ; 

East of First street (produced south 
of river), the street names shall be 
arranged alphabetically, the names tc 
be. derived from early settiers and 
explorers in the Edmonton district, 
The division point for house numbers 
shall be Jasper avenue or 14th base 
line. The division point for street 
prefixes shall be the Saskatchewan 
River. Streets dying between Jasper 
avenue and Saskatchewan River wii) 
be’known by their alphabetical name 
only, Streets ly.ng north of Saskat- 
chewan River shall be designated by 
their alphabetical names with the 
sufiix ‘north.’ All streets lying south 
of Jadper avenue and east of the 
river shall be known by. their al- 
phabetioal name with the suffix 
‘south,’ 

“Example: — Norton street 
Wentworth street lying north 
Saskatchewan River will 
as Government street north, Govy- 
ernment road lying south of the river 
and north of the 1lith base line, shall 
be Government street (neutral), and 
Peterboro street, 23rd street east, and 
cast street, lying south of the 14th 
base line, shall be designated 
Government street south. 

By adopting this system as a gener- 
al rule, the city could expand in any 
direction and accommodate any 
amount of population without becom- 
ing congested as far as house num- 
bers are concerned, and the plan 
would also eliminated a great num- 
ber of meaningless names and at the 
same time make the new ones signi- 
fy by their alphabetical and numeri- 
ea] order their distance from the 
central part of the city, 

“This system embraces the whole 
urea (which can ‘ever ‘be included 
within the city limits, and assuming 
that the city will have a population 
of pay 460,000 people in twenty years,

RIVER LINE GRADED 


Heavy Construction Program Will 
Be Undertaken in Southern 
Alberta. 


“The Canadian Northern railway 
fully appreciates the importance of 
constructing branch linea in Alberta 
to keep pace with the rapid settle- 
ment and development of the prov- 
ince,” said W, H. Moore, secretary of 
the Canadian Northern system, who 
is in Edmonton consulting with Gen- 
eral Superintendent Brown. “Our 
mileage in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan is already ‘equal to that of any 
other road, and now that we are suffl- 
clently entrenched with trunk lines in 
Abberta, we are justified in the exten- 
sive construction of branches,” 

“What are the immediate prospects 
for construction work on branch Hnes 
in the northern portion of the prov- 
ince?” Mr .Moore was asked. 

Lines East of Edmonton, 

‘Active construction will De com- 
maenced on the Ine from Bruderhelm 
to Vermilion so soon as Weather con- 
ditions will permit, and the work will 
be pushed with all possible speeed, 
Work will also be resumed on the line 
frons Edmonton to St. Paul de Metis 
‘and continued until winter stops us. 
These lines will serve a splendid and 
well settled portion of the province 
which we are desirous of reaching at 
the earliest possible date. We appre 
ciate the fact that the settlers are 
waiting for us, and we intend to ac- 
commodate theem without dlay.” 

“What progress may be expected on 
the line to the Peace River country?" 

Seventy-five Miles Now Graded. 

“Seventy-five miles of this line have 
been graded, Steel has been laid for 
a distance of about 30 miles from 
Onoway Junction, and we will con- 
tinue laying steel until the end of the 
grade is reached, When the weather 
breaks, work on the grade will be re- 
sumed. There is a heavy bridge to 
build at the crossing of the Pembina 
river, and another on the Athabasca, 
a distance of 101 miles from Onoway 
Junction. We recognize the neeed of 
completing this road to the great 
Grande Prairie country at the earliest 
possible date." 

“What is being done with reference 
to the ‘S' line from Calgary to Ed- 
monton this year?" 

North from Calgary. 

“The engineeting department re- 
ports everything in readiness for the 
commencement of construction work 
north from Calgary.” 

“How about the route?” 

“Several lines have beeen run and 
the engineering department has ap- 
proved a line passing close to Mayton 
on the way to Red Deer.” 

The Brazeau Cut-off. 

“What will be done on the Brazeau 
cut-off between Warden and Hanna?” 

“The right of way for this line, 73 
miles !n all, has all beer bought, plans 
have been filed, and according to the 
terms of #ur guarantee the work 
must ze completed this year,” replied 
Mr. *Mocre. 

“What is the status of the line 
from Edmonton to Cochrane and Pin- 
cher Creek?" 

“The engineers are busy with this 
piece of road, and will try out 6¢ev- 
eral routes, When their reports are 
all in, a final location will be made 
with the view of servipg the best in- 
terests of the territory through which 
the line will pass.” 


Work in the South, 


“What does the company contemp- 
late doing in the southern part of the 
province this year?” 

“Had it not been for delays over 
which we had no control, we would 
have beeen in the city of Calgary with 
the Vegreville-Calgary line before this 
and construction would have been in 
progress on the south line last year. 
Moreover, we are within dive miles of 
that city now and once we are squared 
away in our Calgary terminals, which 
will be in a very short time, we wll 
start building south immediately. We 
are as anxious to get into that section 
of the province as the people are to 
have us, and once we get through Cal- 
gary there will be no delay. Several 
contracts have been let already, and 
we intend to force construction to 
Macleod, Pincher Creek, and the 
southern houndary of the province.” 


Line from Medicine Hat, 


“What does the company propose 
to do on the line from Medicine Flat 
to Hanna during the coming year‘” 

“That is another important piece of 
road to which we are giving close at- 
tention. The engineering department 
has approved the entire route. Part 
of the right of way and terminal 
grounds have been purchased, and all 
is in readiness for the beginning of the 
werk. We are keenly alive to the 
rapid growth of Medicine Hat and the 
needs of the settlers along the ronte 
to Hanna, and our intention is to prv- 
vide railway service as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

“With respect to our operations in 
Alberta,” concluded Mr. Moore, “I 
may say that the mileage guaranteed 
by the province to be built by us will 
be completed and put in operation ae 
fast as money, men, material and con- 
struction equipment can be secured to 
flo the work.”
